The Springfield Union wants Wm. Mat- 
toon, the regular candidate of the Repub¬ 
lican party, to decline and get out of the 
way for Mr. Townsley, because there is a 
great uprising in favor of the latter. What 
sort of glasses do you put on to see the up¬ 
rising, Mr. Union? The towns of the 
county are satisfied with the nomination of 
Mr. Mattoon, and will not go for Towns¬ 
ley. They have all heard of Townsley’s 
operations in regard to the court house, and 
if Townsley had been nominated the Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate, Mr. Sibley, would be 
elected. This uprising of the country towns 
is all in your eye, Mr. Union. The Repub¬ 
licans are going for Mr. Mattoon, an up¬ 
right, honest business man, who will not 
get the county three hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars in debt in three years I 

Stoppage of Mills—Out of Work. 

The newspapers from all quarters bring 
intelligence of the stoppage of mills, run¬ 
ning on half time, and reduction of wages. 
These are sad messages to the laboring 
population, who have in the last ten years 
floated on the tide of prosperity, always 
finding employment with the highest of 
wages. The panic, which has just shook 
our financial structure to the center, is now 
felt among all the manufacturing inter¬ 
ests of the country. Money is close and 
hard to be got, and the prudent manufac¬ 
turer chooses to shorten sail before wreck¬ 
ing his business on the breakers. We are 
just on the verge of winter, and the pros¬ 
pect is not a pleasant one. It will be es- 
' pecially hard for the poor, thousands of 
whom depend on their daily earnings for 
their daily bread. 

Stokes Rot to be Hung. 

The third trial of Stokes for the shoot¬ 
ing of Fisk ended on Wednesday, and the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty of man¬ 
slaughter in the third degree, and he was 
sentenced to hard labor in the State Prison 
for four years. Stokes’ friends gave a 
loud cheer and clapped tlfeir hands when 
the verdict was rendered, and Stokes held 
down his head and smiled. No case has 
ever been fought more desperately in the 
courts than this one, and though he once 
came within a few days of the gallows, he 
has finally succeeded in getting a light sen¬ 
tence. New York juries are proverbial for 
singular verdicts, and the public has reason 
to be thankful that he was not acquitted. 
It is stated that while one of the jurors 
was allowed to go out with a deputy sher¬ 
iff, they both went to a saloon and got 
drunk, and that the juror there declared 
in presence of a number of people, that 
ho intended to “save Stokes.” 

Tke House That Townsley Built. 

The new court house at Springfield was 
estimated to cost $80,000, besides the land, 
for which the county proposed to ex¬ 
change land on State street. The county 
commissioners have alreadyborrowed $150,- 
000, and it is acknowledged that* before 
the house is finished and furnished, it will 
cost between two and three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars—probably $300,000. It is 
said to be so badly planned that it will 
be remodeled within a dozen years. The 
court room is dark and unpleasant, and 
most of the other rooms are repulsive to 
those who propose to occupy them. The 
architect gets five per cent on the cost, and 
will probably realize $10,000 for his job— 
almost enough to have made the old court 
house quite as convenient as the new one. 
The annual interest which the county will 
have to pay on this expenditure is over 
$10,000 more. It should be remembered 
that commissioner Townsley is chiefly re¬ 
sponsible for this, and now, after the 
county couvention has rejected him, he 
wants the tax payers to vote for him and 
defeat Mr. Mattoon, who is a thorough 
business man, a close calculator, and a 
careful financier. _ 

The Spragues, who own most of the 
manufactories of Rhode Island, and are 
worth fourteen millions of dollars, owe 
seven millions and are hard pressed to pay 
it. There is great fear that they will stop 
their factories which would distress the 
people, and the banks are tryiDg to help 
them over the rough places.

Butler Blug. 

The Springfield dailies have a good deal 
to say about the Butler Ring, declaring 
that it defeated Townsley in the county 
convention, and nominated Capt. Warri- 
ner for senator. This is all moonshine. 
Butlerism went overboard at the Worces¬ 
ter State convention, and the idea of nom¬ 
inating candidates at the local conventions 
because they had supported Gen. Butler, 
did not enter the heads of delegates. 
Townsley was left off because he is person¬ 
ally unpopular in Springfield, and had got 
out of favor with the people throughout 
the county on account of his Court House 
operations.^ There is little Butlerism in the 
eastern towns of this senatorial district, 
yet Capt. Warriner received the vote of 
every delegate in the convention except 
two from Brimfield, and one from Wilbra- 
ham. He is known as a good staunch Re¬ 
publican, he was nominated as a Republi¬ 
can, he is the candidate of the Republicans, 
and he will be elected by the Republicans. 
The attempt to make it appear that he is 
running as the Butler candidate is all non¬ 
sense. Capt. Warriner would not run un¬ 
der that head if he could. • 

The Republican Ticket. 

Our annual election comes next Tues¬ 
day and nobody expects that Massachu¬ 
setts will go back on its record and give its 
vote for the Democratic ticket. There will 
be a smaller Republican vote than last year, 
but it will be large enough to elect the reg¬ 
ular ticket, and show that this radical old 
State is yet sound in Us faith and Repub¬ 
lican principles. There have been somo 
mistakes in the Republican party, but they 
do not compare with the monstrous iniqui¬ 
ties which the democratic party still cher¬ 
ish, and would inflict upon the people if in 
power. The State of Massachusetts is in 
good hands. We hear of no dishonest offi¬ 
cials, no discrepancies in her treasury ac¬ 
count, The men who stand at the helm 
can be trusted and deserve well at the 
hands of the people. There should be no 
reluctance in going to the polls and voting 
the straight Republican ticket. Once a 
year the old Commonwealth should find her 
yeomanry at the ballot box. They should 
be there next Tuesday, and the result should 
be seen in a strong Republican majority for 
the candidates put in nomination. 

One of the Tricks! 

The Democrats are trying to persuade 
some of the conservative temperance Re¬ 
publicans that Capt. Warriner, the Repub¬ 
lican candidate for senator, is a radical pro¬ 
hibitionist. Knowing its falsity they do not 
work boldly, but are quietly canvassing with 
this argument for Lathrop, the blatant ram 
democrat, and defamer of the Republican 
party. We have before stated that Capt. 
Warriner is not in favor of the present 
prohibitory law, but will favor wholesome 
and liberal legislation on this question. Can 
any reasonable man ask more? 

A nice little enterprise up on Lake Cham¬ 
plain is “busted.” There is a railroad 
building from Whitehall to Ticonderoga, 
the laborers on which were in a chronic 
condition of thirst. An ingenious individ¬ 
ual named Barrett, who did not wish to 
break the laws of either New York or Ver¬ 
mont, bethought himself of a way of ad¬ 
justing the supply to the demand; so he got 
up a gin mill on a boat, and plied along the 
shore of the Lake, furnishing fluid refresh¬ 
ment to whomsoever had the stamps. 
This occasioned considerable trouble on 
the railroad, for to do Bassett justice, he 
didn’t mix too much lake water with his 
drinks, which therefore came under the 
head of Intoxicating fluids. Although con¬ 
siderable indignant “temperance talk” was 
levelled against these operations, the astute 
officials of the two States separated by the 
Lake either did not understand the extent 
of State sovereignty, or else they did not 
care to take the trouble to gainsay Bar¬ 
rett’s claim, that he was not selling on the 
soil of either State. But last week the 
railroad officials took the matter into their 
own hands. They boarded the craft, 
cleared it of its valuables and set it on fire. 
Barrett came up in a boat and fired into 
the crowd as they were leaving. They re¬ 
turned his fire, and the unfortunate rum- 
seller was hit. He was carried to shore at 
Benson, Vt., and there he died Sunday 
morning. The once more thirsty labor¬ 
ers on the railroad now mourn the loss of 
a benefactor gone. 

Some friends of Thomas Nast, the ar¬ 
tist, talk of presenting to him a sum of 
money sufficient to make him independent, 
so that his genius may wing its lofty flight 
untrammelled by the petty cares of lucre. 
The poor fellow now gets from the Har¬ 
pers only $10,000 a year, so that he has been 
obliged, in order to live, to do a little “off 
work” this fall, in the way of lecturing 
and making pictures on blackboards at the 
beggarly pittance of $200 an evening. But 
it is probable that a man of Mr. Nast’s char¬ 
acter will prefer this independent poverty 
to acquiring his bread and butter through 
the charity of friends. 

The sharp wind and changed tempera¬ 
ture of the past few days, are indications 
of a cold wave rolling in upon us from the 
northern slopes of the Rocky Mountains.

If a 
friend asks you a favor, you shonld grant 
it if it is reasonable, if it is not, tell him 
plainly why you cannot; you will wrong 
him ami* yourself by equivocation of any 
kind. Never do a wrong thing to make 
friends or to keep one. The man who re¬ 
quires you to do so is dearly purchased and 
at a sacrifice. Deal kindly and firmly with 
all men, and yon will find It the policy 
which wears the best. Above all, do not 
appear to others what you are not. If you 
have fault to find with any one, tell him, 
not others, of what you complain. There 
is no more dangerous experiment than that 
of undertaking to do one thing to a man’s 
face and another behind his back. We 
shonld live and speak out of doors, as the 
phrase is, and do what we are willing 
shonld be known and read by all men. It 
is not best as a matter of policy but as a 
matter of principle. 


Life Lengthening.— Much is said about 
the degeneracy of our age. It is thought 
that we have lost the vigor and strength of 
our fathers, and are growing weak and 
sickly. Bat statistics, carefully gathered, 
tell a very different story. The average 
size of Englishmen is larger than three cen¬ 
turies ago, for the armor worn by the 
knights of that time cannot be pat on to¬ 
day save by small men. The average dur¬ 
ation of life is also longer. Accurate regis¬ 
ters have beeu kept in Geneva since 1560. 
The average of life was then only twenty- 
two years and six months; it Is now over 
forty years, or nearly double. In France, 
four hundred years ago, the annual mortal¬ 
ity in Paris was one in sixteen; now it is 
one in thirty-two, which shows about the 
same ratio as in Geneva. In England, two 
centuries ago, tbe aunual mortality was one 
in thirty-three; now it is one in forty-two. 

It is pleasant to know that the world is 
improving, and that the vigor and health of 
our race are gaining steadily, instead of de¬ 
clining. 

Something for Newspaper Subscrib¬ 
ers to Solace Themselves with.— High 
prices still rule the hour. Almost the only 
thing that remains stationary are the sub¬ 
scriptions to the newspapers. Everything 
else stays where it was at the close of the 
war, one or two hundred per cent above the 
old rates. Two or four dollars to hear the 
opera; ten dollars for a hat or a pair 
of boots; four or five dollars a day at 
hotel; whilej beef, butter, flour and 
bread are as high as if cattle had grown 
scarce, cows had gone dry, and the fields 
produced scanty crops. Of course labor has 
advanced with everything else, becaase la¬ 
bor produces everything. Meanwhile, the 
newspapers, that are at least a hundred 
per cent better than ever, get no more per 
copy, and little more for advertisements, 
then they got fifteen years ago, though the 
cost of the white paper they use has nearly 
doubled. 


Growth in Holiness.— Look at the tide 
when it is coming in. The water is sure to 
cover that beach in a few hours’ time. Bnt 
it is not movement without relapses. Each 
tvave gains a little ground, bnt falls back as 
soon as it has plashed upon the shore. So 
in the Christian life; there may be forward 
movement on the whole consistent with 
many relapses, provided they be lapses that 
proceed from infirmity, and not from “mal¬ 
ice prepense.” Deliberate, habitual sin can¬ 
not consist with spiritual growth. The 
great question is whether, after every such 
full, the will (as in the case of the Apostle 
Peter,) recovers in spring and elasticity, 
aud makes a fresh start with new and more 
fervent prayer and resolves.— Gouldbum.

There is a growing sentiment in Massa¬ 
chusetts against retaining among the stat¬ 
utes the vote of censure on Chas. Sumner 
passed by the legislature of 1872, and there 
is but little doubt that the next legislature 
will remove it. A number of the newly 
elected representatives have declared their 
purpose to favor expunging the obnoxious 
vote. 

The eleventh juror in the late Stokes’ 
trial has been arrested on the charge of al¬ 
lowing himself to be overcome by his love 
of filthy lucre, and accepting a bribe. The 
Grand Jury has found an indictment against 
him, and he may yet follow Stokes and 
Center to the State Prison. But honesty 
and intelligence are traits rarely found uni¬ 
ted in a New York juryman. 

Senator Sumner has spoken on the Cu¬ 
ban massacre in a letter written to an in¬ 
dignation meeting at New York. He dep¬ 
recates haste in the matter, and thinks there 
should be no war with Spain. Castelar, 
the President of Spain, is said to be friend¬ 
ly to us, and we should treat a sister repub¬ 
lic with great consideration. Mr. Sum¬ 
ner’s head is level on this matter. 

The sentence of a boy less that ten years 
of age for murder is something remarkable. 
It will be remembered that George Edward 
Curtin of Acton beat a little boy so that 
he died, in the woods last spring. George 
was arrested and tried before the Superior 
Court at Lowell, which has sentenced him 
to the Reform School till he is 21. Boys 
who are disobedient to their parents get 
equally as severe sentence, yet in this case 
it was shown that the murderer was of 
weak mind and not fully responsible for his 
crime._ 

Boston has swelled itself so large that 
it finds the common and public garden al¬ 
together too small to spread itself in during 
its leisure hours, aDd the city papers are 
again agitating the subject of a metropoli¬ 
tan park, which will rival if not excel the 
Central of New York. The estimated cost 
is put at the modest figure of $5,000,000, 
and it is claimed that it would greatly en¬ 
hance the value of real estate in its vicinity 
and soon pay for itself in this way. The 
site proposed is in the “southern addition” 
where nature has done much to make such 
an undertaking feasible. 

Though three hundred people of Spring- 
field ask Mr. Bowles to be mayor of that 
city, he politely declines, giving as a rea¬ 
son that he had rather watch over those in 
office than take office himself. In this he 
shows wisdom, for a man in that position 
usually gets more kicks than thanks, and 
does not win immortal honors. But what 
is Springfield going to do? Mr. Win. L. 
Smith was the next choice of the people; 
but he, too, declines, saying he has had 
enough of city honors. Possibly none of 
the first-class men of Springfield will take 
the office, in which event it will fall into 
the hands of the rabble, who will make 
free rum “the rallying cry of freedom.” 

The shocking butchery of the officers 
and crew of the Yirginius by the blood¬ 
thirsty Spaniards of Cuba continues to 
excite great indignation throughout the 
United States. Th 4 * vessel cleared with 
American passports, and was flying the 
American flag; but she no doubt was a fllli- 
buster and deserved capture. The offi¬ 
cers were some of the greatest rebels that 
Cuba has produced, and were keeping the 
rebellion alive by outside assistance. But 
the haste with which their fate was deter¬ 
mined upon was contrary to all laws of 
civilized nations, and especially interna¬ 
tional law. Spain Is powerless to do what 
she would be willing to do in the premises 
—bring the perpetrators of this crime to 
justice; and as the United States cannot 
put up with so great an insult and provoca¬ 
tion without feeling humiliated, she is 
calling her naval force into action and send¬ 
ing them into Cuban waters. The horizon 
looks war-like, yet, as we are on good 
terms with Spain, it Is doubtful whether 
we shall resort to arms for a settlement of 
this question. 

A Desperate Suicide.— A Mr. F. Hart¬ 
ford of Lynn, cut his throat with a razor 
on Sunday, and after the doctor had sewed 
up the wound made several desperate at¬ 
tempts to tear open the flesh with his hands. 
Finally in the momentary absence of his 
wife he broke a pane of glass and with the 
pieces cut and mangled his abdomen so that 
his intestines protruded. He then covered 
himself up and laid quiet for an hour, when 
blood was discovered dripping upon the 
floor. A physician sewed up the wounds, 
but the next morning he tore them open 
and died before noon.

It may be observed that editors, lawyers 
physicians and clergymen seldom commit 
suicide, because their professions compel 
them to be interested in others.

Go into the sanctnm of any of our 
journals, small and great, and talk suicide 
into its occupant if you can. The lawyer is 
too excited about court business to indulge 
in such notions. He will not commit sui¬ 
cide so long as he has a client to defend or 
a jury to confuse. The physician is more 
liable to despondency than any other pro¬ 
fession, because he meets mankind in as¬ 
pects of suffering, and sees enough of the . 
dark side of life to sicken him of existence, 
but how seldom do we hear of his (lying by 
self-inflicted violence ? As for clergymen, 
suicide is not in their line, and though they 
have an example in the Rev. Judas Iscariot, 
yet it is very rarely followed. I.believe this 
principle to be the reason why kings and 
rulers so seldom have been known to kill 
themselves, and history hardly affords more 
than two instances of this kind. The im¬ 
portance of their lives to others gives them 
an importance to themselves. Even Napo¬ 
leon could endure existence during exile, 
because it had a bearing as he thought, on 
future national destiny. Kings have died 
often by assassination, but the number of 
suicides among this class that I can now 
recall, is limited to Sardanapalus and Saul. 
Perhaps some of my readers may remember 
others, but if so the number cannot be large¬ 
ly increased. Lord Clive, who was haunt¬ 
ed with a passion for self-destruction for 
years, did not yield to it until he had aban¬ 
doned active life, and Lord Castlereangh 
and Hugh Miller are among the few active 
men who killed themselves, and they^vere 
both lunatics for some time before that fa¬ 
tal act. Miller was in many points much 
like Horace Greely, and the resemblance is 
maintained in their last malady. Upon the 
whole, it may be said that suicide is in no 
small degree identified with selfishness, and 
hence its danger is best combated by a life 
of active benevolence. It is in this manner 
that some of our very rich men defend 
themselves against that degree of unhappi¬ 
ness which naturally attaches to their con¬ 
dition.—Letter to N. Y. Tribune.

The custom of holding wakes is Irish— 
and a mighty bad custom it is, as common¬ 
ly practiced. In itself it is a remnant of 
paganism, bnt in its usual circumstances it 
is worse than paganism ever was. A short 
time ago, Archbishop Manning denounced 
the custom amo.ngst the Irish in London, 
and several of the Bishops of Ireland have 
repeatedly warned their flocks against it.

This country would have been in a pretty 
fix in going to war with Spain over the 
Yirginius, inasmuch as our government 
must now acknowledge its demands were 
unjust._ 

Christmas is here with its dear and lov¬ 
ing associations—its wealth of gifts, its 
smile of cheer and its growing happiness. 
Rich and poor observe the occasion, each 
in his own way, each according to his cir¬ 
cumstances in life, and all, no doubt, with 
heartfelt enjoyment. With the customary 
practice, we wish our readers a merry, mer¬ 
ry Christmas! 

Rather unexpectedly attorney-general 
Williams has given a decision that the Vir- 
ginius was not entitled to sail under the 
American colors, the facts being shown 
that she had been sold to Cubans by one 
Patterson of New York, and the money 
paid over by Cubans. The vessel will be 
proceeded against when she arrives in port. 
The Cubans at New York are indignant, 
and say that the affidavits are forged for 
the occasion. 

We read in a Connecticut paper that 
Willis Phelps of Springfield has written a 
letter to parties in Rockville saying “that 
there is no doubt, that the city of Spring- 
field will subscribe enough to secure the 
building of the Connecticut Central Rail¬ 
road, the recent city election having gone 
that way nearly two to one.” So it seems 
that Mr. Phelps wants another dip into the 
Springfield treasury, and that the late elec¬ 
tion was maneuvered in a way to give him 
a chance. 

The male members of the Boston school 
committee don’t like the idea of having 
lady associates on their board, and ap¬ 
pealed to the City Solicitor who decided 
that the four women recently elected as 
members have no legal right to serve; but 
still the men don’t hardly want to go 
against public sentiment as expressed by 
the election of these women, and therefore 
shirk the question by referring it to the 
next committee, and the result is awaited 
with considerable interest in the city. 

Ghnet, one of the convicted New York 
ring thieves, has escaped from justice. He 
was in the keeping of a deputy sheriff at 
his own house, and the officer, as he states, 
first took his “word of honor” not to es¬ 
cape, and then allowed him to pay a fare¬ 
well visit to his wife in an adjoining room. 
Genet was gone so long that the vigilant 
officer fell asleep, and awoke to find that 
his honorable prisoner had also bid him 
farewell and departed for “parts unknown.” 
This man, after having been convicted of 
forgery and theft, was still considered 
worthy of trust. How green those New 
Yorkers must be. 

Attorney-General Williams has not 
yet been confirmed as Chief-Justice by the 
Senate, and a good many stories are rife, 
showing his unfitness for the office.* The 
lawyers of Hartford propose to petition 
against his appointment, on account of his 
bad luck and mismanagement in behalf of 
the Government in the recent Credit Mo* 
bilier trial in that city, and even the Wash¬ 
ington ladies cry out against his being con¬ 
firmed, as it will thus elevate Mrs. Wil¬ 
liams to the position of “ first lady in the 
land,” and this they will not submit to. But 
Gen. Grant sticks to his point that Wil¬ 
liams is the right man for the place, and he 
refuses to withdraw the nomination. 

When a man is sentenced to the State 
Prison for any misdemeanor he does not 
generally expect to receive very kind treat¬ 
ment at the hands of the prison officers; 
but he has certainly a right to be treated 
like a human being. When convicts at the 
Illinois State Prison at Joliet break any 
regulations they are sent to the medical at¬ 
tendant who discovers that they need a 
cold bath, to which they are immediately 
subjected. One prisoner, the other day, 
was immersed in ice-cold water till he was 
thoroughly benumbed, and then because he 
could not dress quickly when taken out, 
the officers thought he was sulking, and 
immersed him three minutes longer. When 
taken out the second time he gave a gasp 
or two and was dead. And they call that 
hydropathic punishment. 

Some of the people of this State are 
waking up to the fact that we do not need 
a new State Prison, and that with the mil¬ 
lions we are spending on the Hoosac Tun¬ 
nel we had better get along with the one 
we have. Last winter the legislature made 
provision for spending six # hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars for a new insane asylum, for 
which there is no need, and to pile on top 
of this a new State Prisou to cost a mil¬ 
lion or two more is like adding insult to in¬ 
jury to the already heavily taxed people of 
this Commonwealth. We are assured that 
by making a small addition to the present 
prison it will be amply large enough, and 
we had better spend the money it will cost 
to build a larger prison In preventing men 
from becoming criminals. Though com¬ 
missioners have selected a site for the uew 
prison it is not too late for the next legis¬ 
lature to prevent such a stupendous piece 
of folly.
